cific is not moving a wheel on account 
of the snow blockade.

Three of them 
were Giuseppe Leperie, A. Lancetta aud Ro­ 
mano Barcelona, the last named a brother-in- 
law of Jam es Caruso. They entered a shanty at 
that place used by Italian stevedores for hous­ 
ing flags, etc. These parties took therefrom a 
number of flags, among them an American 
flag. Peter Coraled the shanty keeper, did not 
try to prevent them hoisting a flagstaff at­ 
tached to the shanty. They ran up the flaga, 
the Italian on top, and the American, turned up­ 
side down, below. The affair created consid­ 
erable excitement and a largo crowd quickly 
gathered round."

I t is difficult to im agine a more des­ 
olate coast than th at upon which the 
unfortunate steam ship was wrecked. 
F or a hundred m iles south from Cape 
H enry there extends a strip of sand 
cast up from the sea and separated from 
the 
m ainland 
by m any m iles 
of 
broad sounds. 
Sometimes this strip 
broadens to a w idth of a few m iles 
and then shrinks to a m ere thread of 
gray sand. 
The life-saving service 
along the coast is of the best in th e 
country, but, owing to the character of 
th e coast, the most useful of th eir ap­ 
pliances—the life-line throw n from a 
gun—can rarely be used and the crews 
are compelled to rely largely upon th eir 
Burf-boats, which they m anage to land 
w ith m arvelous dexterity in the fierce 
surf which constantly rolls upon the 
beaches and bars.

If 
the promise had been male lest March 
that within a twelvemonth the price for 
certain kinds

The chowing for the producer is not so 
brilliant in the matter of live stock, yet
